Martial Law Declared At 
Tzarskoe Selo. 


Representative Campbell, of Kansas, 
bad a conference with the President 
yesterday in regard to the investiga¬ 
tion Into the methods of the Standard 
Oil Company. The President assured 
him that all the power of the Admin¬ 
istration would be used to make the In¬ 
vestigation thorough, and to secure 
fair treatment for producer, consumer 
and email dealer alike, without injus¬ 
tice to the Standard. Commissioner 
Garfield also had an Interview with the 
President. The Kansas Senate passed 
a resolution calling for a cancellation 
of the Foster lease of oil lands in the 
Osage reservation, which Is regarded 
by the Kansans as a most serious 
menace. Activity is being displayed 
in a number of Stntes contemplating 
legislation hostile to the Standard 

The students of the St. Petersburg 
University held a turbulifnt meeting 
yesterday and decided to suspend their 
studies until the fall. Resolutions were 
adopted denouncing the war and de¬ 
manding the freedom of speech, free¬ 
dom of the press and various reforms. 
The bureaucracy was strongly de¬ 
nounced. A red flag was waved and a 
portrait of the Russian Emperor was 
tom to tatters. Some of the professors 
tried to stem the tide with moderate 
counsels, advising the students to go 
back to their studies, but their advice 
was howled down. Martial law has 
Wen declared at Tsarkoe Selo because 
of the fact that many threatening let¬ 
ters have been sent to members of the 
Imperial family. \ 

The Supreme Court of the United 
States yesterday lmr.ded down a de¬ 
cision in the injunction proceeding 
brought by the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad Company to prevent collec¬ 
tion of taxes upon the value of the 
franchise as fixed by the State Board 
of Valuation and Assessments. The 
decision of the Supreme Court reverses 
the Judgment of the Circuit Court of 
the United States for the Eastern dis¬ 
trict of Kentucky, which was in favor 
of the road, and the result Is that the 
latter will have to pay about $60,000 in 
taxes to the State and city and various 
counties of Kentucky.

EXTRA PRECAUTION'S TAKEN. 


Students Decide To Suspend Studies 
and Adopt Resolutions Denounc¬ 
ing the War. 


THEIR DEMANDS FOR REFORM. 


One hundred and fifty-two cool min¬ 
ers were entrapped In the bowels of a 
mine of the Alabama Steel and Wire 
pompany, near Bessemer. Ala., yester¬ 
day afternoon, through an explosion 
tha’t caused tons of debris to full at the 
entrance to the shaft, completely clos¬ 
ing It. A large force is at work en¬ 
deavoring to dig a way through to the 
entombed men. but it Is not expected 
that this can be effected till late to-day* 
and little hope Is felt that they can be 
taken out alive. 


St. Petersburg. Feb. 20.—Martial law 
has been declared at Tsarskoe-Selo, ow¬ 
ing to numerous threatening letters be¬ 
ing received at the palace. The chief 
of the secret police has ordered special 
precautions to prevent any outrage on 
the imperial family. 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 21, 1:40 a. m.— 
With the decision of the student body 
of the great University of St. Peters¬ 
burg. yesterday to snjs’pend studies for 
the remainder of the university year, 
almost the whole educational system 
of Russia has entered upon a period of 
stagnation, the protest of the youth of 
Russia against the bureaucratic sys¬ 
tem and other governmental griev¬ 
ances. Other universities of Russia, 
gymnasia and even grammar schools 
are already on strike, and the military 
In various portions of the empire has 
been obliged to resort to force to re¬ 
strain school boys of tender years who 
are Joining the general movement. 

The meeting of St. Petersburg stu¬ 
dents a\ which over 3.000 participated, 
besides voting with practical unanimity 
to suspend studies until September 1, 
adopted a set of political resolutions 
demanding the formation of a constit¬ 
uent asesmbly and characterizing the 
proposed summoning of the Zemsky 

Bobor as Inadequate for the emergency,

A Demand For Freedom. 


The resolutions after speaking of 
"the progressive demoralization of Rus 
slB under the Influence of the absolute 
regime" declare for freedom of speecdi, 
the press, conscience, the right of as¬ 
sociation and assembly, and to strike, 
which are described as necessary con¬ 
ditions for the further progress of Rus 
sla. 

The meeting also unanimously decid¬ 
ed to express disapproval pf the action 
of the Government In dealing with the 
workmen who attempted to present 
their petition to the Emperor on Jan¬ 
uary 22, and Its sympathy with the vic¬ 
tims of the soldiery. A large factor 

voted In favor of stopping the war.

Red Flag Waved. 


"We ns a section of the educated 
community, conscious of our goal, wel¬ 
come the solidarity of workmen and 
put forward the following demands: 

"First—Summoning a legislative as¬ 
sembly on the basis of a universal, 
equal and secret ballot of male and 
female citizens; freedom of speech; 
freedom of the press; freedom of or¬ 
ganization and striking. 

"Second—Amnesty for all who have 
been punished for their political or re¬ 
ligious convictions. 

"Third—The fact of belonging to any 
particular nationality shall not preju¬ 
dice political rights. 

"Further, as a guarantee against in¬ 
terference of the Russian Government 
In the free execution of these demands, 
a people's militia must Immediately be 
formed. In whose ranks all citizens can 
fight to realize our aspirations. 

•Recognizing the significance of this 
historical moment, when Russia is 
emerging from a period of ferment into 
open revolt, and when every one has 
but one end in view, we c/innot pursue 
our studies, and therefore suspend 
them until September 13. By that time 
events will have furnished new mate¬ 
rial for the solution of these ques¬ 
tions.'* 


IDENTITY OF ASSASSIN 


Of the Grand Duk* Sergius Not Yet 
Ascertained. 

Moscow, Feb. 26.—Although the iden¬ 
tity of the assassin of Grand Duke 
Sergius has not yet beer, ascertained, 
the police have been convinced he l» 
not a workman, but a man of good 
birth. His underclothing is of good 
quality and fashionably made, and his 
outerworkman's garb evidently was as¬ 
sumed as a disguise. He strongly ob¬ 
jected to donning prison attire and re¬ 
fused for a long time to take off his 
warm undershirt for fear of catching 
cold. 

The force of the explosion of the 
bomb which killed the Grand Duke reg¬ 
istered a violent vibration in the seis¬ 
mograph in the physical institute, two 
miles distant, the recording tape of the 
instrument showing that the assasslna 
tlon occurred exactly at 2:46 o'clock In 
the afternoon. 

Requiem masses are held several 
times daily. Grand Duchess Elizabeth, 
widow of Grand Duke Sergius, who at¬ 
tends these services wears over her 
black mourning dress a vivid red scarf, 
and across her breast the Insignia of 
the regiment of which she is the hon¬ 
orary chief.

Washington. Feb. 20 .—Representative 
Campbell of Kansas, the author of the 
resolution providing for an inquiry into 
the operations of the oil interests of 
the country, had an extended confer¬ 
ence with President Roosevelt to-day 
regarding the investigation. 

Mr. Campbell presented to the Presi¬ 
dent considerable Information bearing 
upon the matter, which he has re¬ 
ceived since the adoptton of hm reso¬ 
lution. He informed the President he 
had received from the Speaker of the 
House of the Texas Legislature a tele¬ 
gram urging him to request the Presi¬ 
dent and the Department of Commerce 
and Labor to extend the propose 1 in 
quiry into the methods of the Stand¬ 
ard in the Beaumor. field of Taxas. 
He also told the President he had re 
ceived hundreds of telegrams and let¬ 
ters dally from all sections regardlrg 
the Investigation.

Standard Is Preparing. 


The Standard Oil Company, Mr. 
Campbell Informed ( the President, al¬ 
ready was preparing Its defense and 
would resist to the utmost the *Gov 
ernment's investigation. The resump¬ 
tion by the company of the purchase of 
Kansas oil, he said, undoubtedly was 
decided upon in view of the action 
taken by the House of Representatives 
In requesting an investigation. It 
would not surprise him, either, he said, 
If the price of the crude oil should be 
advanced gradually on account of the 
present agitation. Mr. Campbell as¬ 
sured the President that neither he nor 
the people of Kansas desired thAt any 
Injustice should be done on either side 
of the question.

NIGHT OF TERROR AND ANGUISH 


Birmingham. Ala., Feb. 20.—One hun¬ 
dred and fifty-two miners, some white 
and some colored, are entombed In the 
coal mines of the Alabama Steel and 
Wire Company at Virginia mines, six 
miles south of Bessemer, and a large 
force of men are engaged In a hereto 
effort to rescue them, but the odds are 
fearful, nnd the chances at 10 o'clock 
to-night seemed against the entrapped 
men. About 4 o’clock this afternoon 
an explosion occurred at the mines 
which brought down a great mass of 
timbers, slate, coal and earth near the 
entrance, completely closing up the 
mine and shutting out Its inmates 
from the world. The explosion was 
the result of what Is known in mining 
vernacular as a "dry shot/'- The men 
at work in the mine were on the six 
lift, far underground, and beyond the 

sound of human voice.

The noise of the explosion aroused 
the entire mining camp, and soon » 
great concourse of people had gather¬ 
ed at the mouth of the mine.

London, Feb. 20.—In moving as an 
amendment to the address in reply to 
the speech from the throne, the declara¬ 
tion that "the present system of govern¬ 
ment (of Ireland) Is opposed to the will 
of the lirteh people/' John E. Redmond 
led the Irish party in the House of 
Commons to-dway in an attack that con¬ 
tained for the conservative ministry 
more of menace than lay In the fiscal 
debate precipitated by Mr. Asquith's 
amendment last week. The Redmond 
amendment was carefully calculated, 
in fact, to undermine the Government's 
majority. Interest in the debate was 
Intensffled by a well defined report In 
the lobbies, and which quickly spread 
elsewhere, that the Rnri of Dudley had 
resigned the Lord Lieutenancy of Ire¬ 
lands This report, which was given 
wide credence, put heart In the Nation¬ 
alist* who made the attack on the Exrl 
of Dudley one of the features of their 
speeches.

The debate drew crowded galleries, 
and ‘peers especially were noticeable, 
among them the Duke of Aiberoorn, the 
Marquis of Londonderry*, the Earl of 
Aberdeen, thie Earl of Cadogan, the 
Earl of Westmeath, the Earl of Ash- 
tmrnham, and others Interested In Ire¬ 
land.

He thinks 
the passage of the Rivers and Harbora 
bill Is very doubtful, and has no hope 
that anything w ill be done on the State¬ 
hood Bill. He really expects nothing 
but the regular supply bills to get 
through. 

The Indifference of tne Senate to¬ 
wards agreeing to a conference com¬ 
mittee on the Statehood Bill as mani¬ 
fested to-day evidently indicates that 
bill is not to be expected. It Is 
thought, however, that the Senate will 
appoint conferees by the latter part of 
the w r eek, but that an agreement can 
be reached Is Improbable.

Huntsville. Ala., Feb. 20.—[Special.]—

enty years. 

IN GOOD SHAPE 


Washington, Fob. 20.—[Special.]—In 
ft. unanimous opinion handed down by 
3^1 r. Justice Holimea to-diay the Louis¬ 
ville and NaAhvjflIe railroad was given 
a hard blow and the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky won a big victory. Two years 
ago the State Board of Valuation and 
Assessments assessed the franchise of 
the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
Company at a figure claimed* by the 
Louisville and Nashville to be the full 
rash value of the franchise. All other 
roads and corporations, so it was con¬ 
tended, were not assessed exceeding SO 
<per cent, of the full cosh value. There¬ 
fore. the Louisville and Nashville, 
through Its attorneys, claimed that it 
was entitled to that 20 per cent, abate¬ 
ment. The Federal Circuit Court of 
Appeals sustained this view held by the 
LouAsrville and Natfhvlll*. Then the 
State, the *rtyle of the oa^e being Ous 
G. Coulter vvi. the Louisville and Nash- 
• *111*. appealed it to the Supreme Court. 
• • • 

Want of Jurisdiction. 


The Supreme Court, all the Justices 
Concurring In Justice Holmes’ opinion, 
reversed the case and dismissed it for 
want of Jurisdiction In the lower court. 
This, according to Col. Henry L. 
Ctone and Mr. Walter D. Hines, both 
Of whom are now here, settles the liti¬ 
gation. and Mr. Hines says probably 
establishes an Important precedent. 
The franchise was assessed at 13$,000.- 
000, the 2Q per cent, abatement claim¬ 
ed by the Louisville and Nashville, 
amounted to $0,000,000. The assess¬ 
ment -was 50 cents on the $100. 
Therefore. both CoL Stcme and 
iMr Hin'ea eay the effect of the de¬ 
cision means that the railroad will 
have to pay $30,000 into the State treas¬ 
ury’ for State taxes and equally that 
sum for city and county taxes, making 
$60,000 In all. In addition to the 80 per 
cent, assessment. Hence the decision 
means much to the State and to the 
railroad.

Wins Case Against His Client. 


A coincidence in connection with the 
case is that Col. Henry L. Stone was 
against the Louisville and Nashville 
when the action was brought, and to¬ 
day. as chief counsel for the Louisville 
and Nashville, heard Justice Holmes 
Uphold his contention ami that of At¬ 
torney General Hayes against the rail 
road he is now representing. 

Justice Holmes’ Statement. 


Justice Holmes, after reviewing the 
history of the case, said: 

Looking first at ihe assessment of the 
franchise, there 1» no such certainty that 
It was made on a different scale of value* 
from that adopted elsewhere os would 
warrant an attack upon it under the 
Fourteenth Amendment, even If other¬ 
wise the attack could bo maintained. But 
the supposed Infringement of the Four¬ 
teenth Amendment is the onty ground on 
which the railroad company could come 
Into the Circuit Court. 

The undervaluation in the counties, 
looked at from the point of view Just In¬ 
dicated. also does not appear to have 
boon such as to warrant the action of the 
<*ourt. There Is no doubt a natural In¬ 
clination to think such an undervaluation 

r d>able when it is suggested But what 
the proof? The State Constitution, 
whatever the Statutes may have sa'.d, 
seems properly to have been understood 
to have made a great chance In the law. 
It is obvious that the accidental sales In 
a given year may be a misleading guide 
to average sales.

OF STANDARD OIL PLANT. 


DEATH’S HARVEST IN STATE. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 20 .—[Special.] 
—Distributing pamphlets under the 
very nose of the Speaker of the House 
by the agents of the railroad lobby was 
a feature of to-day's session, and called 
for a stinging rebuke against the lobby 
whose agents were so boldly at work. 
Speaker Cantwell discovered that pam¬ 
phlets giving the railroads’ argument 
against track elevation were being 
placed on the desks of all the members, 
and he ordered it discontinued and the 
pamphlets taken up. This was done, 
but during the noon hour other pam¬ 
phlets were distributed despite the ac¬ 
tion of the Speaker. In the Senate the 
rail mad lobby was not less aggressive 
nor Its methods less bold, for the pam¬ 
phlets were distributed In the same 
way. The lobbies which have pooled 
their Interests are the railroads arid 
private bankers. . . .. 

The railroads have dallied with the 
people in the city up to this time, hav¬ 
ing given them to understand that they 
would hot oppose legislation for track 
elevation, but now. near the close of 
the General Assembly, when In a multi¬ 
tude of Interests that are being consid¬ 
ered by the Legislature, they believe 
that track elevation may be defeated, 
they have faced right about and have 
defiantly announced their Intention of 
opposing the bill for the elevation of 
tracks In Inidanapolls. Up to this time 
the private bankers have succeeded 
practically in thwarting the demand of 
the people for State regulation, and 
they are still standing pat against any 
legislation whatever. In the Senate 
they have prevailed so far that they 
have kept out any provision for annual 
examination by the Auditor of State. 
Such a hold did they have on tho Sen¬ 
ate, apparently, that if it had not been 
for the pleas of leaders of the Repub¬ 
lican party, who knew that the party 
was committed in Its platform and In 
Its campaign to the regulation of pri¬ 
vate bankers, the enacting clause would 
have been stricken out of the bllL 
• • • 

Gov. Hanly’s First Veto. 


Gov. Hanly sent hls first veto mes¬ 
sage to the Senate to-day. the bill call¬ 
ing it out being the measure b>* Sen¬ 
ator Barcus, which makes "spite*' 
fences a nuisance. The Governor de¬ 
clared that such legislation is unneces¬ 
sary and petty. Owing to the absence 
of Senator Barcus consideration of the 
veto went over until to-morrow*. 

The Ahtl-comblne Bill, which was in¬ 
troduced at the InHtATice of Indiana oil 
men, and Is aimed at the Standard Oil 
Company, was advanced to engross¬ 
ment In the House to-day. and will cer¬ 
tainly pass that body. The bill Is de¬ 
signed to prevent the manipulation of 
the oil market by the Standard, which 
in charged by Indiana producers with 
trying to make Indiana oil pay for 
making the pipe line from the Kansas 
fields to Whiting, where the company 
has a refinery. 

* • • 

The Codification Bill. 


The Codification Bill on private cor¬ 
porations was reported in both houses 
to-day. Corporations organized for gain 
constitute most of the bill. In general 
the attitude of the State as the creator 
of the corporation toward Its ward is 
changed In this bill from what It now 
is. At present there is no general cor¬ 
poration law' allowing the incorporation 
of any and all companies, but with few 
exceptions there are special laws gov¬ 
erning the incorporation of different 
sorts of business. The bill under con¬ 
sideration attempts to make a more 
general corporation law, applicable as 
a rule to all corporations. The attempt 
is made to substitute one general cor¬ 
poration luw for the mass of particular 
laws that now exist. 

• * • 

Failed of Two-thirds Vote. 

A bill was Introduced in the Senate 
to-day to place a statue of Gen. Lew 
Wallace In Statuary Ball at Washing¬ 
ton. The bill provides an appropriation 
of $5,000 and for a board of three Iver¬ 
sons who shall have charge of the de¬ 
tails regarding the statue. A motion 
was made to suspend the constitutional 
rule and pass thq bill, but It failed for 
want of a constitutional majority, there 
being twenty-eight votes for against 
eight against. A two-thirds vote is re¬ 
quired. The appropriation for the statu© 
will not be available till 1907. but In the 
meantime the board can call for models 
and take all needed steps so as to have 
the work completed as soon as the ap¬ 
propriation is available. 

Composer Dies In New York. 

New York, Feb. 20.—Albert Larue, 
well know n among musicians and mu¬ 
sical publishers as nn arranger and 
composer, is dead at hls home here 
from pneumonia. He arranged the 
scores of many of the musical comedy 
successes produced In recent years. 


Owlngsville, Ky.. Feb. 20 .—[Special.] 
—O. K. Saunders, of Pittsburg, man¬ 
ager of the Standard Oil Company’s 
shipping plant at Salt Lick, Bath coun¬ 
ty. committed suicide to-day by swal¬ 
lowing a large quantity of morphine, 
dying in an hour after he took the 
poison. Saunders was subject to fits 
of despondency, and in the two- years 
he had been In the county he had made 
tw*o previous ^attempts to end his life, 
using morphine both times. Each time, 
however, his nerve foiled and he re¬ 
quested that medical assistance be ad¬ 
ministered. He went to hls office to 
work as usual to-day. and shortly after 
reaching there he called up. over the 
telephone, Mrs. W. U. Stephens, at 
whose home he boarded. He told her 
of hls act, requesting her not to think 
harshly of him; that he had contem¬ 
plated ending his life two or three 
times. She begged him to allow' her to 
send a physician to him with a vehicle, 
and he answered that he was too far 
gone to need medical service, and stat¬ 
ed that any vehicle sent after him 
would be a hearse. He requested that 
a hearse be sent as soon as he was 
dead. He also said he was then too 
weak to stand and bade her farewell. 

Mrs. Stephens heard Saunders hang 
the telephone receiver in Its place, and 
she hastily summoned medical aid. but 
w'hen physicians reached Saunders’ of¬ 
fice he was unconscious. Stomach 
pumps and restoratives w'ere applied, 
but the man did not regain conscious¬ 
ness. 

Saunders was thirty-nine years old 
and was unmarried. He came to Bath 
county two years ago from Pittsburg, 
where he had been In charge of the 
Standard Oil Company's office. His 
health failed and the Standard com¬ 
pany sent him to Salt Lick to take 
charge of Us business there and to re¬ 
cuperate, but his health did not Im¬ 
prove. He was highly educated arid 
popular. He had spells of temporary 
aberration, and last week came here, 
entered a business house, took a seat 
at a desk and began dictating letters 
to an Imaginary stenographer. The 
body was shipped to-night to Waynes¬ 
boro. Pa., where his parents reside. 

DEATH OF J. S. CUNNINGHAM. 

Was Uncle of Late President of the 
Wei Is-Far go Express Company. 

Vine Grove, Ky.. Feb. 20.—Mr. J. 8. 
Cunningham died at his home here 
Sunday morning, aged eighty years, of 
diseases Incident to old age. He was 
an uncle of the late John J. Valentine, 
president of the Wells-Fargo Express 
Company, and. years ago. when the lat¬ 
ter waa a poor orphan boy, Mr. Cun 
nlghain took him to hls home, educated 
him and sent him out In the world to 
win fame and fortune. 

In hls latter years Mr. Cunningham 
was reduced to hardships and priva¬ 
tions. and w’hen this became known 
Mr. Valentine remembered hls old ben¬ 
efactor In a substantial manner. This 
was kept up until the death of Mr. Val¬ 
entine, after which, according to hls 
will, the estate contributed liberally to 
the old man's needs. 

Mr. Cunningham w'as a brother of 
the Rev. J. W. Cunningham, of St. 
Louis, for a number of years editor of 
the Western Christian Advocate.

They indicated that If no ac¬ 
tion was taken at this session the sub¬ 
ject would be considered thoroughly 
during the coming summer with the 
idea of presenting a measure at the 
next session, which, very likely, would 
contain some additional features. 

As they left the White House both 
Messrs. Esch and Townsend expressed 
the conviction that an extraordinary 
session would be called for next au¬ 
tumn to deal with the rate question.

The Panama Con^miseion. 

The top-heavy Panama Commission, 
which has as yet proved more Indus¬ 
trious in drawing high salaries than 
In any practical work In the actual 
progress of the canal, is Just now the 
| subject of no little discussion. Va¬ 
rious suggestions have been made as 
to changes in the organization In 
charge of the work, but as yet. with 
i Congress so near its close, no definite 
j scheme has been announced. The com¬ 
mission, as It now exists, is composed 
as follows: Rear Admiral John G. 
Walker, retired; Major General George 
| W. Davis, retired; William B. Parsons 
and William H. Burr, of New York; 

I ‘Benjamin M. Harrod, of Louisiana; C. 
E. Grusky, of California, and Frank J. 
Heckes, of Michigan. Admiral Walk- 
I er Is chairman of the commission. 
They have been In service nearly a 
year, most of them with nominal duty. 

| Their salaries are $12,500 a year, with 
I an additional allowance of $15 a day 
for all time spent on the Isthmus. Ad¬ 
miral Walke^ has long been fonnect- 
I ed with the canal scheme, having been 
1 appointed first by President McKin¬ 
ley. a member of the Nicaragua Canal 
(Commission, and also of the Isthmian 
Canal Commission to investigate all 
^Available routes. 

Shortly after Congress adjourned, 
[In April last, announcement was made 
of vigorous action as proposed by the 
commission, looking to the prosecu¬ 
tion of the work, but after the lapse 
of nearly a year little effective prog- 
| rests has been made, the work of the 
commission having, as far as the 
visible results show, been limited to 
a prefunctory visit to the Isthmus. 

I some experimental work In sanitation 
land an Indeterminate discussion of the 
I best plan to adopt for the canal, as be- 
1 tween one having various locks at 
Idlfferent elevations or one at sea level. 
Ill may be possible that the commission 
I have some definite views on the ques-

■dispensing with the commission alto- 
Igether. and placing the entire work In 
lthe hands df the President. It will be 
Iremembered that during the last 
I session of Congress there w as 
I pending a bill for a very com¬ 
plicated organization of the Gov- 
I eminent of the canal zone, but it 
|was finally dropped, and In its stead 
one of a few* lines only enacted, plac¬ 
ing the President In sole control. The ' 
■suggestion as to similar action in sub- 
lstltutlng him for the commission In 
lthe prosecution of the canal construc- 
ltlon had sometl Ing in its favor; but 
las yet no action has been taken. It is 
■hinted that active Interest In Congress 
I been brought to beur in retaining 
■the commission In office, the fact that 
[Admiral Walker is the brother-in-law 
of Senator Allison, of Iowa, being re¬ 
garded as somewhat of an assurance 
^hat there would be no change. Lat¬ 
terly, however. It has been stated that 
■The commission would be cut down 
f.o three members, with Admiral Walk¬ 
er retained at his head.

how <k*e.p In the official mind at Wash¬ 
ington Is the irrepreseton that the Pres¬ 
ident can make a treaty without con¬ 
sulting the Senate. In faeft, this agree¬ 
ment seems to have been made In ac¬ 
cordance with previous authority grunt¬ 
ed by Congress. 

There has been a pretty widespread 
demand for greater facilities for the 
transmission of small packages of mer¬ 
chandise to and from foreign countries 
by im‘l. Nearly eight years ago our 
Government gave it* adherence to the 
Universal Posted Unihon formed at Vi¬ 
enna in 1891. and this, superseded man/ 
of the separate agreements previously 
made. But there ha# been a continuous 
demand for better arrangements for the 
carrying of the mncaJl packages ot mer¬ 
chandise. In oppojfitlon to this it Is 
alleged that the express companies have 
maintained a powerful lobby. Howev¬ 
er, separate agreements have beer, made 
| with Germany and several South and 
Cent nail American countries. The Ger¬ 
man agreement made In 1S99 fixed the 
maximum weight of packages at four 
pounds six ounces. The charge on these 
packages from the United States Is 
twelve cents a pound, or fraction there¬ 
of. while from Germany It is 1.4 marks, 
equal to 33.32 cents, per parcel, without 
reference to Its weight. This arrange- 
ijfient Is more favorable to Germany for 
large packages and to the United States 
few small ones. 

The new agreement with Great Brit¬ 
ain, which is to go into effect on April 
1, is similar to that with Germany, with 
one important exception. The maximum 
weight is. the same, four pounds six 
ounces. The charge on packages from 
the limited States is the same. But on 
packages from Great Britain for deliv¬ 
ery In the United States the rate Is two 
shillings, 48 2-3 cents, on each package, 
whatever may be its weight. Thus a 
package .weighing less than a pound 
may go to Great Britain for twelve 
cents, while a similar package from 
Great Britain to the United States will 
cost nearly half a dollar. A four-pound 
package will cost substantially the same 
either way, while one of the maximum 
weight, four pounds six ounces, will 
cos^ Sixty cents when sent from this 
country and two shillings when sent 
from England. In either case the value 
of the package nmst not exceed $50. 

It is a rather curious feature of this 
agreement that it is more favorable to 
foreign trade 4n small parcels than Is 
the law to out domestic trude. 
Merchandise by mall In the 
United States costs a cent an 
ounce, equal to sixteen cents a 
pounds while to England or Germany 
Vhe charge is only twelve cents. This 
is partly offset by the circumstance that 
any fraction of a pound going abroad 
ooarts as much as a full pound. Thus 
a package weighing seventeen ounces 
costs twenty-four cents to Great Brit¬ 
ain* while It can go to any part of the 
United States for seventeen cents. In 
the domestic Bervice the weight of a 
package is limited to four pounds. A 
parcel of that weight from England 
wUil cost two shillings for transmission, 
while In the#United States It costs six¬ 
ty-four cents. It is rather aid that a 
country that legislates to check imports 
should give this advantage to foreign 
over domestic trade. For small pack¬ 
ages the advantage is the other way, 
but shippers and consignors will prob¬ 
ably soon learn to take advantage of 
Uhe differential. 


“He Be Damned!” 
Newspaper readers must have been 
Impressed by the public accounts of the 
public •'damning" of Father Gopon in 
the churches throughout Russia the 
other day. 

The ceremony was elaborate and spec¬ 
tacular, A monk. usually one with a 
tremendous bass voice, pronounced the 
anathema. It is related that he began 
by telling the congregation the names 
of all other "religious and political 
criminals" whom the church had con¬ 
demned to mundane and eternal dam¬ 
nation. The list opened wdth Pug&t- 
cheff, the murderer, and Mazeppa, the 
rebel. After each name the monk cried 
out, "He be damned I" and the organ 
tones rolled forth and the choir gang. 
"Lord, have mercy upon us." Then: 

"After many thousand names had been 
pronounced mor*. or less distinctly the 
oongregaLon was electrified by hearing 
tho names of Tolstoi and Gopon. The *h e 
be damned’ following these names was 
most pronounced, and the choir sang 
•Lord, have mercy upon us.* Tht> monk 
with the big voice seemed particularly 
anxious to Impress upon the pepoie that 
the* decree held good on earth as weJl 
as in all eternity, ‘here and In the other 
'world.* '* 

In th# vflnd of the average man the 
j church—using tffc'word ns a general 
branch of industry in t<*m for the entire Christian tnove- 
rqent—ha# foe its^mipion not only the 
spread^* o\ tfie Gospel but the living 
pf ^*%tMs l fexfJected to wield an tnflu- 
ejfq ^gajnrft the spirit of hatred and 
revenge and to sow the seeds of broth¬ 
erly love anlforgivenees throughout 


the world. Rather than seeking its 
utter damnation and eternal torment, 
it Is supposed to strive for the salva¬ 
tion and repose of the human soul. Yet 
In this Instance the Czar’s church de¬ 
crees the absolute execration of a man s 
soul for all time, because that man 
dared to petition the Czar’s Govern¬ 
ment for humane treatment for hla fel¬ 
lows. 

Such Incidents as this ought to make 
Americans all the more appreciative of 
the fact that they are not compelled 
to take their religion from and through 
the State. 


The World’s Savings. 

The reports of the savings banks 
have played a very prominent part at 
times in political discussion. They 
have been cited to show* the benefits 
of sound money, of protection, and of 
various other things which those mar¬ 
shaling the figures desired to promote. 
At times these arguments have been 
pertient, but there has been the usual 
cunning which seems to make figures 
prove anything that Is desired. 

It Is usually assumed that the sav¬ 
ings banks show the surpluse earnings 
of "working people," a term used with 
a good deal of latitude, but 
Intended to suggest people wdio 
work with their hands for 
comparatively small compensation. 
That they represent also the savings 
of other classes has often been shown, 
but it Is hard to say to what extent. 
In pme States, however, legislation has 
been recommended to limit the amount 
of the accounts of savings depositors. 

The British Blue Book, issued by the 
Board of Trade, publishes some figures 
as to the savings hanks of the principal 
countries, which show' a general In¬ 
crease In twenty years In the amount 
of savings. To eliminate questions of 
difference of population the amounts 
are given per head of the total inhab¬ 
itants of each country. Thus In the 
United States the deposits in 1831 were 
equal to $18.10 to the inhabitant; in 1891. 
to $26.47; in 1901, to $34.83. In Great 
Britain, for the same years, the 
amounts were $11.50, $15.14 and $23.14. 
This shows that savings In Great Brit¬ 
ain. though smaller. Increased faster 
than In the United States. In Germany 
the deposits for the whole empire were 
about $42 per head of population, 
though fn Prussia, Bavaria and Baden, 
there was haTdly any increase between 
1891 and 1901. France is a very thrifty 
country, but the savings banks fall to 
show great pre-eminence, for the per 
capita deposits were only $7.47, $18.56 
and $22.72 for the three years named. 
In this case, however, the rate of in¬ 
crease was excellent. New Zealand in 
1901 had $46.12. Australia $41.56 and 
Denmark $76.31. 

The most surprising point In this ex¬ 
hibit is that which relates to Russia. 
In 1881 her savings deposits w'ere equal 
to four cents per head of population; 
In 1891. to eighty-seven cents; in 1901 
they had risen to $3.27. Thus while the 
per capita is small, the rate of Increase 
was greater In Russia than anywhere 
else. According to the /argument 
sometimes based on savings bank re¬ 
turns this would show that Russia is 
the best governed country In the world, 
but, of course, everybody knows that 
la not true. 


The Man of the Hour In Russia. 

Every nation, whether in sympathy 
with Russia in the complications with 
which she is confronted, recog¬ 
nizes the crisis which has arisen 
for her solution. That a nation, ex¬ 
celling all others in population and 
territorial area, should be placed, 
by the operation of Influences in¬ 
ternal and international, In a position 
so nearly affecting her autonomy and 
domestic tranquillity, constitutes but a 
natural problem of the evolutionary 
forces of modem civilization acting 
u^Km an empire which has remained 
stagnated amid all the progressive re- 
fornm and evolutionary tendencies 
which have been experienced In other 
quarters of the globe during the lost 
century and a quarter of the world’s 
history. In that time the trend of na¬ 
tional progress has been toward the 
emancipation of the people from abso¬ 
lutism to constitutional reform and the 
enlargement of popular rights, each na¬ 
tion In turn having experienced an ad¬ 
vance from the tyranny by which Its 
people had been oppressed to an ex¬ 
tension of Its liberties, save only Rus¬ 
sia. 

The issue has been sharply precipi¬ 
tated in Russia, has been ag¬ 
gravated by the war with Japan 
for die extension of her empire 
in the Far East, Involving in 
the solution of the problem the in¬ 
terests of several of the most power¬ 
ful nations, which until that Issue was 
raised were content that she should ad¬ 
minister her domestic concerns free from 
their obtrusion. But with her deter¬ 
mined purpose to adhere to her Internal 
policy of popular repression and at the 
same time to assert her purpose of an 
extension of her empire threatening the 
peace of the world, shejuis raised issues 
which involve, not only the question of 
the balance of power among civilized 
nations, but the preservation of her 
own national supremacy. Regard¬ 
ed a# a mere matter of repressing her 
Internal dissensions, her present atti¬ 
tude w'ould not be thought alarm¬ 
ing, since In times past she has hnd to 
deal wdth problems of domestic disaf¬ 
fection quite as acute. But never* has 
there been occasion when, confronted 
with such Internal dlsaffeotiun, she has 
had to deni with foreign complications 
of such serious aspect. 

The question she has to meet Is 
whether she can now* conduct a foreign 
war of such vast moment and at the 
same time contend with this Internal | 
disaffection. Within little more than a 
century she has experienced the assas- . 
sinaticn of two Emperors and a num¬ 
ber of high officials of less rank, but 
never till now* has the complication of 
war been added to such Internal I 


dissension. In the wisdom of her de¬ 
cision as to how' she will meet the 
double issue #eems to rest the destiny 
of her empire. She cannot disregard 
the revolutionary evidences by which 
she is confronted, qnd the question re¬ 
solves itself Into one ns to whether she 
will be able to grapple with both at 
the same time. 

In the abstract, the answer to this 
question seems plain. The retention of 
power at home outweighs that of the 
aggrandizement at which she has aimed 
by war. Evidently, to the disinterested 
mind, reviewing the situation from ab¬ 
stract reasoning, she should relinquish, 
If only temporarily, her ambition for 
Eastern conquest and devote herself to 
the solution of the domestic problem. 
She cannot prosecute both at the same 
time. Therefore, all the arguments tend 
to a termination of the wot upon the 
best terms compatible with her prestige. 
Had she listened to Witte, Instead 
Of Alexleff, she would not have 
gone to war. To gratify the latter 
Witte was removed from pow*er, but he 
has been reinstated In Influence, while 
hla rival has been relegated to obscur¬ 
ity. Of all Russian statesmen, Witte 
stands foremost. He built the Siberian 
railroad, os an adjunct to Russian de¬ 
velopment, and not for war. He In¬ 
augurated her financial policy, her tariff 
system, w*h!ch, however foulty In 
theory, led to a great commercial and 
Industrial prosperity. The reactionary 
Influence of the autocratic GTand Dukes 
led to Iai» degradation, nnd the disas¬ 
trous effects of their Influence have 
resulted in hla restoration to confidence 
and power. He stands to-day as the 
possible savior of his country from still 
greater humiliation and disaster. 
Through him Is now the main hope of 
Russia for peace and such well-regulat¬ 
ed constitutional reform as the people 
are capable of enjoying. With no rank 
of birth and no distinction except that 
which springs from great ability and 
practical wisdom, he Is the one man 
upon w hom the weak Czar has to le^n, 
and his merit has been recognized by 
the fact of hks recail to power at the 
critical state of the empire. It re¬ 
mains to be seen whether he shall be 
equal to the issue. 


Hope For the Unmarried. 

Sound the trumpets, roll the drums 
and high on the list of benefac¬ 
tors of mankind and divorce law¬ 
yers Inscribe the name of the Pro¬ 
tected Home Circle, of Kansas City. 
This w*orthy body has discovered a way 
whereby to the disappointed spinster 
and discouraged bachelor life may be 
more than an empty dream. It has 
pointed out a method whereby any 
man may become a husband and any 
woman a w ife. And the plan Is so sim¬ 
ple a child can operate It. 

The Protected Home Circle picked 
out a willing but despairing bachelor 
and suggested that it raffle him, the 
girl drawing a certain number having 
the right to claim him for husband. As 
an inducement the Circle guaranteed 
,the couple a gift of $250 in gold and 
promised to pay house rent for six 
months. The man agreed. Then fol¬ 
lowed a campaign of advertising. The 
man’s name was not given, but his age, 
height and complexion w*ere. lie was 
described as a Virginian, a college 
graduate, a man of exemplary habits 
and a good "catch.” Every unmarried 
woman for fifty cents could purchase a 
ticket which entitled her to a chance.

NOW A DIVORCE MECCA. 

[Philadelphia TVlegram to the Chicago 
Tribune] 

In one of tho most Important and far- 
reaching decree# made within recent 
years the Common Pl*na Court to-day de. 
c!ded that the laws of Pennsylvania per. 
mlt divorces without personal service 
upon the respondent whore one of the 
parties resides in another State and the 
ground#* for dh'orce occurred In an outride 
State. The decision wMl make Pennsylva¬ 
nia n parallel to Dakota in divorce mat¬ 
ters nnd open the doors of the 9tata to 
the entire world of mlxmAt#d couple#. 

The omae whk'h brought forth the de¬ 
cision is Itself of little importance, A 
woman of the Philadelphia social #et mar¬ 
ried an Engl’shman. He took his bride to 
I>ondon. She left him nnd returned to 
Philadelphia. She sought a divorce, but 
was assured thAt under the laws of Penn¬ 
sylvania It was Impossible to obtain a 
decree from a man who was residing in a 
foreign Ptato. Thi# led to step# to remove 
the legal barriers. , 

On April 28. 1963. an act "regulating di¬ 
vorces In the State of Pennsylvania" was 
"snaked" through tho legislature. It re¬ 
moved the obstacles from tho woman’s 
path, and she got hor divorce. The case 
to-day was the first brought under It.

Sa ys Each Must Look To His Own 
Salvation and Not Complain 
of His Neighbor. 


A large crowd attended the noon¬ 
day rervlces conducted at the First 
Christian church yesterday by the Kev. 
J. P. Calhoun. Many of the visiting 
evangelists and local pastel's attended 
the services.

I)o you, your¬ 
self. strive to enter in at th*' straight 
gate; attend to your own personal salva¬ 
tion. So It seems to me the church 
should answer the idle speculation and 
foolish caviling of the prescivt day. A 
Sunday-School teacher should answer the 
speculative Jew in her class: Whrtiher 
there ar© things in the Bible that we 
cannot understand or not. What la all 
that to you? 

There are many now, who like tHJs 
speculative Jo%v, ar© always complaining 
s> the morality of the? church. Members 
©f th* churdh. say the*;, do not live as 
thov ought. They live grave Christians 
on Sunday, but are selfish, scheming busi¬ 
ness mon of the world all the rest of the 
week. We know them, say they, when 
they take their pHce tit the sacramental 
board. Who can draw the Hno of distinc¬ 
tion between tho man of the world and 
the converted Christian?

Some of these drivers whose 
delivery routes take them to outlying 
districts in Louisville, cover as many 
as forty miles each day—tho return 
trip to Jeffersonville included. Vege- 
tableinen. from the country back of 
Jeffersonville, generaly "lay off" In the 
bitter weather; but the chicken and 
egg dealers keep up steady trips to 
their city market. "It Is a tough prop¬ 
osition—driving forty miles a day to 
deliver bread." said one baker—"but a 
man can’t afford to abandon his busi¬ 
ness on account of rough weather. Ice 
cutslce with us, I tell you."

Cheyenne, Wyo., Feb. 20.—The trial 
of the Cody divorce case was resumed 
to-day, witnesses for both sides being 
examined. Dr. C. L. Glllam, of Cody. 
Wya, gave testimony for the plaintiff, 
William F, Cody. He accompanied 
Col. Cody and Mrs. Cody and a large 
party on a hunting trip in the Big 
Horn country In 1899. On that trip, he 
testified, he heard Mrs. Cody say that 
her husband had wanted her to ac¬ 
company him to Europe, but that she 
“would not go anywhere with the old 
reprobate.*^ 

Charles F. Hidings, a merchant of 
North Platte. Neb., was called for the 
defense. He had attended many so¬ 
cial affairs given by the Codys. he tes¬ 
tified. and had never seen Mrs. Cody 
use liquor. 

“How did Mrs. Cody treat those 
about her. and especially the members 
of her family V' was asked. 

"She was always very kind and con¬ 
siderate, both with the members of her 
family and their guests. She seemed 
to be very proud of Cody, and ad¬ 
dressed him as ’Willie.' " 

In reply to another question, Mr. 
Iddlngs said; 

"I consider Mrs. Cody a better busi¬ 
ness manager than her husband." 

Arthur McNamara, president of the 
First National Bank of North Platte. 
Neb., corroborated Iddlngs 1 testimony 
with reference to the character of Mrs.

MURDERERS ELECTROCUTED 
IN SING SING PRISON. 


Two Shocks Enough To Produce 
Death In Twenty Minutca. 


Ossining, N. Y., Feb. 20.—Frank 
Rlmlerl, who murdered Waco Pinto, a 
Brooklyn Junk dealer, and Adolph 
Koenig, who strangled Mrs. Mary 
Kauffman to death at her home In 
New York, were put to death In the 
electric chair In Sing Sing prison to¬ 
day. Both executions were carried out 
without Incident. Within twenty min¬ 
utes of the time Rlmlerl. who first 
went to the chair, was pronounced 
dead, Koenig had paid the penalty of 
his crime. Two shocks were given In 
each case

SO HE WANTS MORE PAY. 

(Washington Tologrnm to the Pittsburg 
Dispatch.] 

In Secretary Hay's est'mntes for the 
diplomatic and conrtdar service recom¬ 
mendations arc made for Increases m the 
salaries of a large number of officials ln 
the service. 

In recommending an increase for the 
Minister to Argentine. Mr. Hay submits 
a letter written from Buenos Ayres by 
Mr. Barrett, while Minister to that coun¬ 
try. sAylng: “After being here five days 
and pricing a hundred things, from house 
rent down to a oollrtr, I am convinced 
that this Is one of the most expensive, if 
not tho most expensive, capitals In the 
world." 

Houses that rent for 2260 a month In 
Washington, he said, are held at 1350 
there. He quoted prices of <1 list of article 
as obtained at a department store in 
Buenos Ayres, among which the prices 
of linen shirts are given at 244 to 266. gold, 
per dozen. Mr. Barctt said he paid 2110 
for a dozen that proved very inferior. 
Among other articles were rubber boots 
113 to 225. gold; derby hats. I6.3S; silk hats, 
413 2 u. with other things in proportion. 


Mukden, Feb. 20.—Gen. Rennen- 
kampff’B division, which moved out 
February 14. has returned-from a dar¬ 
ing reconnaissance, having succeeded in 
passing around the Japanese left flank 
and penetrating well to the rear, caus¬ 
ing considerable consternation along 
the line of Japanese communications. 
The losses were Insignificant It was 
merely a raid, with no intention to 
strike ln the direction of Ylnkow. 

The first day the division, which 
moved ln tw r o columns, drove In the 
Japanese cavalry and traveled twenty- 
five miles, stopping for the nJght In the 
village of Santaltse. nine miles south¬ 
west of Syacobeke, on the line with 
Liao Yang and the southward Japanese 
positions. Throughout the night Rus¬ 
sian vldettes were In touch with the 
Japanese, and In the morning brought 
Information that a force of Infantry 
was moving northwestward with a view 
of cutting off the Russians, w f htle a 
body of 6.000 Chinese bandits, said to 
be commanded by a Chinese Governor, 
appeared to the southward to prevent 
a movement on Ylnkow had such been 
the Intention. At this Juncture the 
commander determined. Instead of re¬ 
tiring and abandoning his purpose of a 
reconnaissance, to strike in eastward, 
discover the strength of the enemy and 
threaten his rear. This bold movement 
waa successful. 

At noon columns of Japanese cavalry 
were encountered, but -meeting the fire 
of the trans-Baikal batteries, the Jap¬ 
anese fled, with Cossacks in pursuit. 
A battalion of Japanese Infantry open¬ 
ed fire from a village. The Russian 
left, w T hich had changed front, advanced 
and forced the Japanese to abandon 
the village. Owing to darkness and 
lack of knowledge of the strength of 
the Japanese, further pursuit was sus¬ 
pended*. The division passed the night 
at the village of Plankfan. At day¬ 
break of February 16 the division mov¬ 
ed eastward toward the village of Oud- 
la-garvtse, which was entrenched and oc¬ 
cupied by Japanese horse artillery. The 
advance guards opened fire, concentrat¬ 
ing on the trenches ln front of the vil¬ 
lage. The distance was not great and 
the effect of bursting shrapnel shells 
waa easily visible. The Japanese cav¬ 
alry suffered heavily, shrapnel bursting 
ln their midst, stampeding their horses. 
Detachments of Russians occupied vil¬ 
lages on the flank and drove back the 
Japanese. 

The division, having accomplished Us 
task, retraced Its road, meeting no se¬ 
rious resistance. The Russian losses 
wore one Cossack killed and an ensign 
and eleven men wounded.

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WASTE OF AMMUNITION 

Ts Tokio's Description of Bombard¬ 
ment By Russians. 

Toklo. Feb. 20.—The headquarters of 
the Japanese armies in the field report 
that the Russians yesterday moved a 
division from the front of the Japanese 
center to the front of the left and ad¬ 
vanced from Ta Mountain. Several 
columns inched fifteen miles westward, 
halting at Hangchlataltzu. which is 
two miles northwest of Wanchiaquan- 
tzu. 

The Russians continued to shell por¬ 
tions of the Japanese lines Saturday, 
and the Japanese frequently failed to 
respond to the bombardment, which 
often was entirely Ineffective and Is 
described as being entirely a waste to 
ammunition. 

It Is reported that the Russians have 
constructed two light railways, one 
connecting Fuehun and Yentlng and 
another extending from Fushun to the 
upper Bhakhe. This railway building, 
in connection with other activities and 
the heavy concentration of troops, In¬ 
dicates a plan to turn Gen Kurokl’s 
right. 

Gen. Kuropatkln Is continuing his 
operations of increasing his entire de¬ 
fenses and gives indication of a res¬ 
olute intention of retaining his posi¬ 
tion w'hen the expected great battle 
occurs. 

The Toklo newspapers print the 
statement that 126 Japanese, w*ho w*ere 
captured at Helkoutal, were roped to¬ 
gether and paraded through the streets 
of Mukden. This Information comes 
from Chinese sources, and It ls Impos¬ 
sible to obtain verification here. 

The North Sea Report. 

PaHs. Feb. 20.—Admiral Baron von 
Bpaun (Austro-Hungary’) and Roar Ad¬ 
miral Charles H. Davis (United States) 
have been designated to draw up the 
report of the International Commission 
of Inquiry Into the North Sea Incident. 
This will be presented In secret session 
Wednesday for discussion and final ap¬ 
proval.

Thf*e Is a certain door In tha Capitol 
which h«s a record tor making people 
look ridiculous Senators, Representa¬ 
tives. even dignified members of the Su¬ 
preme Court to say nothing of hundreds 
of visitors, daily go up Against this most 
innoeobt-looklng frame of mahogany pan¬ 
els. and ootne away with a sheepish ex¬ 
pression on their facra. The d*x»r Is on 
the east side of the small circular hall, 
between the rotunda and the Supreme 
Court, where tho old air shaft, used when 
modern methods of ventilation had not 
been devised. Is located. A few feet from 
the door 1* tho door to the Supreme Court 
office 

Now. both doors are exactly alike. Both 
are cut Into tho walls on a curve, and 
both are hourly passed by hundreds of 
people. Watching this simple-looking ma¬ 
hogany door affords many Oipitol em¬ 
ployes considerable sport.

pvashlngton Post.] 

R ftp res** ntntive M r . O. Smith, of Punxsu- 
lawney. Pa., has refused to be known a* 
the Paladin of the Pumpkin Pie. A humor¬ 
ist over ln tho Government Printing Of¬ 
fice, tvhere Smith used to wcTk, “Pard" 
Bloomer, recently drafted a measure, de- 
fining pie, and prescribing regulations for 
the tale of the same In this district. It 
reads: 

"Be It onsetfd. etc.. That for the pur¬ 
pose of this act, the term ’pie* or *plea.‘ as 
used herein, shall be understood to mean 
all the usual forms of pastry known a* 
*pie* or 'pies,” composed of nn underlayer 
or crust of a dough compounded In part of 
flour, water nnd lard or cottonseed oil, 
wtth or without an upper layer or 
crust Of the raine or approximately the 
same material, and filled with fruit, fresi 
or dried, or Imitations of the .*nxm\ or 
macerated vegetables, ns pumpkin*, 
squash, or sweet potato, or wtth milk and 

* gge In the form of curtird. or with fruit 
nnd mince 1 meat, commonly called 'mince 
pies.** or wtth combinations of any or all 
such fruits, vegetables and meats, sorru- 
tlmes known as 'Washington pie.’ usualUv 

* nten as dessert or as composing part of a 
luncheon; but the provisions of this act 
shall n-ot he held to apply to lb*' combiim- 
tlon? knowu as 'mre.t pies.' 'chicken pies,' 
•pigeon pies.* or any similarly convpound- 
ed urttrios of food commonly used as the 
principal or main dishes of a meal, nor to 
jKjtpleH, or whatever material com¬ 
pounded. 

“Pec 2 Thnt pies ns defim-d In this act 
shall he not less then eight Inches In d'- 
anuter, when of circular shape, and of 
such thickness »s ma> be. but not !e?s 
than three-fmjrths of an Inch; provided 
that pies of smaller dimensions than e ght 
Inche* in diameter shall under no circum¬

■RELIES UPON* A PLEA OF SELF- 
DEFENSE. 


DYING STATEMENT RULED OUT 


Harry C. Toting, charged with the 
murder of H. C. Deboe last June at 
Crystal Springs fishing camp, was 
placed on trial yesterday morning In 
the Criminal Court. With the afternoon 
adjournment most of the proof to he 
offered was heard, and it Is believed 
that a verdict will be reached at an 
early hour to-day. About the same 
character of evidence us that brought 
nut In* the preliminary hearing In the 
County Court last summer and on the 
motion for ball later was adduced by 
both sides. It Is the Commonwealth's 
claim that Deboe’fl killing was a brutal 
mid unprovoked murder, all the more 
aggravated because It was at the hands 
of a man who had been his lifelong 
friend, and. furthermore, for the al¬ 
leged reason that four of the five shots 
which struck Deboe were fired from 
behind and after he was down. The de¬ 
fense bases its entire case upon the 
nlea of self-defense, asserting that

£s certain Deboe had turned toward 
eat to get his loaded shotgun.

Knse Attacks Deboe’s Star Witness 

is claimed further that Deboe 
lade various attempts to get at Young ( 
fid strike him before the shooting, 
lut was prevented by others on the 
scene. Attempts were made by the de¬ 
fense to attack the character of George 
Bchreiver. one of the Commonwealth's 
main witnesses, who saw the killing 
snd put all the blame of the affair on 
Young.

Will Say Madden Was 
Down When He Shot. 


SURPRISE IN CLARK COURT 


OLD PORT FULTON RESIDENT 
PASSES AWAY. 


NIENETY-TWO YEARS OF AGE. 


The hiring of the case of the State 
of Indiana ngmlnst Officer Peter D. 
Madden for assault and battery with 
Intent to kill, which wn* called In th*? 
Clark Circuit Court at Jcfren*mvilla j 
yesterday morning, was ofintlnueJ yes¬ 
terday afternoon until the next term of 
court, which meets on Monday, April 
16, on account of the absence of two 
materiel witnesses. Dr. Charles F, C. 
Hancock, who Is absent at Indiana polls 
as Senator from the counties of Clark. 
8cott and Jennlgs. and Dermis Fletcher, 
who la supposed to be In Jeffersonville, 
but wag not found. A copy of the sub¬ 
poena for him was left at his home, 724 
Meigs avenue, but there was no per¬ 
sonal service on him. 

At the calling of the case a continu¬ 
ance was asked on the grouiid the two 
witnesses werfc absent and if they wer** 
present they would swear to fact* that 
would be of material benefit to the ac¬ 
cused. The prosecution did not know 
of Witness Fletcher and would not agree 
to admit what he might sweat* to. and 
time until 1:30 o’clock yesterday after¬ 
noon was given for the defense to pre¬ 
pare an affidavit. When this was fllfcil 
the continuance was granted. The affi¬ 
davit Is lengthy and la sworn to by 
Officer Madden. 

• • • 

What Dr. Hancock Might Say. 

In substance he says that Dr. Han¬ 
cock has been his family physician for 
several years and attended him on the 
morning after the affray. At that time 
he made an examination of his hurts 
and found hla nose \V«g broken, lx>fh 
©yet 1 were black, his mouth was 
crushed and bruised, four or flve teeth 
were broken and his face was other¬ 
wise lacerated. It was the opinion of 
Dr. Hancock, the affidavit recites, as 
an expert that the Injuries inflicted had 
not been inude by a. naked fist or 
gloved hand. 

The springing of Fletcher was a sur¬ 
prise to the prosecution and rather 
created u sensation. Fletcher \sos 
dodging the police to keep from being 
urrested and placed In Jail oil an old 
tine of $7.50, which accounted for for 
him being where he was on tlw* night 
of the trouble. He had been released 
from Jail on December 13. fourteen days 
before the affray, where he hud served 
nine days for intoxication and had gone 
to work over the rtvdr. He was in the 
habit of slipping Into his home late at 
night and was, according to the affi¬ 
davit. near the scene of the affray in 
hiding. In the affidavit for a continu¬ 
ance on account of the absence of 
Fletcher, Officer Madden asserts that 
Fletcher would swear to the following 
If present:

Says Madden* Was Down When He 

Shot. 

That he was In a lot at the north¬ 
east corner of Meigs avenue and 
Flghth street, on which what is known 
ms the old Becht house is located, and 
saw the entire transaction. That he 
iuw Dunlevy leave the front end of 
his car and go to the back platform 
where he struck Madden, knocking him 
down, and it was then* Madden said 
to Phillips to tell Dunlevy to let go 
of him and he would go home. In the 
scuffle, so the affidavit recites, Dunlevy 
knocked Madden off the car, and after 
continuing to beat and strike him un¬ 
til he knocked him down near a tele¬ 
phone or electric light pole some six¬ 
teen or eighteen feet away from the 
car. After knocking him down, It is 
alleged, the missing witness would 
swear, Dunlevy struck Madden with 
some brass Instrument, resembling a 
lev©r used In handling electric cars. 

While he was so striking him, the 
affidavit sets forth that Fletcher would 
swear, If present, the shots were fired 
while Madden was still down. In de¬ 
fense of his action, the counsel for 
Madden claim he hud been beaten un¬ 
til his face was a bleeding mass and 
blinded by the blood that had flowed 
into his eyes, he shot at random as a 
matter of self-protection. The story, 
as previously told, was that Madden 
was on his feet and Dunlevy had 
started for the car when the shots 
were fired. The affidavit Is the first 
Intimation thut any witness outside of 
Madden, Dunlevy and Phillips saw the 
affray. 

OLD SETTLER DEAD. 

Mrs. Ann Prftther, Aged Ninety-two 
Years, Passes Away In Jefferoon- 
ville. 

Six grandsons, William O. Laduke. 
Edward Laduke. Basil R. Homes, Al¬ 
bert Holmes. Joseph Lee and James 
Lee. this afternoon nt 3 o’clock, will net 
ch pall-bearers at the funeral of Mrs. 
Ann Prather, who died at her home 
In Port Fulton, a suburb of Jefferson¬ 
ville, yesterday morning at 4:30 o’clock 
of senility, her death being hastened 
by the extreme cold weather of the 
past month. Mrs. Prather was sup¬ 
posed to he th** oldest woman In the 
vicinity of JefTcrsunvUle and would 
have been ninety-three on her next 
anniversary. 

The maiden name of Mrs. Prather 
was Ann Bottorff. and she was born 
in Jefferson county, Ky., a few miles 
from Louisville.

It was expected that the New Albany 
Common Council, nt the meeting last 
night, would elect members of the 
Board of Sinking Fund Commissioners 
to succeed George Borgerdlng and Jo¬ 
seph M. Williamson, whose terms ex¬ 
pired yesterday. No action was taken 
last night, as the caucus had failed to 
agree upon the Democratic member. 
George Borgerdlng. cashier of the New 
Albany National Bank, ami George Mo¬ 
ser, president of the New Albany Trust 
Company, had been mentioned for the 
place. John S. McDonald, president of 
the Mutual Trust and Deposit Compa¬ 
ny, had been agreed upon, it is under¬ 
stood. as the Republican member. Un¬ 
der th© law, the board Is to be non¬ 
partisan, one Democrat and one Repub¬ 
lican. It is probable that the caucus 
will be able to make a selection before 
the next meeting. 

Resolutions of respect for Frederick 
Wunderlich, a former member of the 
Council who died a few days ago, were 
adopted by a rising vote, and the clerk 
was directed to send a copy to Mr. 
Wunderlich’s family. A resolution rel¬ 
ative to the vacation nf certain parts 
of Shelby str*?©t. on petition of Mary 
Francis and others, was Introduced by 
Councilman Harris and referred to the 
Committee on Streets and Alleys, with 
instructions to report as to th© expedi¬ 
ency of calling out the City Commis¬ 
sioners. 

Councilman McQuiddy Inquired of 
City Attorney Jewett tn regard to of¬ 
fering a small cash discount to persons 
paying taxes prior to th© time set un¬ 
der the law, and also as to whether 
arrangements could not be made to 
have the tax©* paid In two installments, 
one before the first Monday in May and 
the other In November. Mr. Jewett 
said that under the law the city could 
not allow a discount, although .here 
might not be any objections from the 
taxpayers. Several taxpayers had de¬ 
clared they would not pay their taxes 
because others, meaning manufactories, 
had been given exemptions, nnd sim¬ 
ilar argument might be mad© In case 
discounts were given. An arrange¬ 
ment of this kind could not lie made, 
he said, unless authorized by the State 
Legislature. In regard to paying taxes 
in two Installments, this could not be 
done unless provision Is made to that 
effect when the tax levy is announced. 
Mr. Jewett further declared that this 
would necessitate having a tax dupli¬ 
cate made In n different form from that 
now In use. fie suggested tHat the 
next duplicate made should have a col¬ 
umn udde<^ for street, alley and oth©r 
Improvement assessments, as provided 
under ttie law. A motion of Councilman 
Jackson, directing the City Attorney 
to petition the Legislature to enact a 
law authorlxlng the Common Council 
to offer a small discount for advanced 
payment of taxes, was passed unani¬ 
mously.

Charles A. Williams, special field 
agent, representing the United States 
Census Bureau, was In New Albany 
yesterday on business connected with 
the appointment of the special local 
agents, who have been selected to col¬ 
lect statistics of manufacturing enter¬ 
prises of Indiana. Mr. Williams deliv¬ 
ered to Joseph D. Poutch. of Al¬ 

bany, who has been appointed special 
local agent for New Albany and Floyd 
county, his commission and appoint¬ 
ment papers and he will begin the 
work at once. 

This census of manufacturers is to 
be made under an act of Congress, 
passed In 1902. which provided that 
statistics or manufactories should be 
taken in 1906 and every ten years there¬ 
after. The duties of the local special 
agents will b© to visit all the manu¬ 
facturers in the districts assigned to 
them and obtain answers to a schedule 
of questions designed to bring out rill 
the facta connected with Hie various 
Industries, number of operatives em¬ 
ployed, class of articles produced, 
wages paid, amount and value of out¬ 
put, etc. The agents will receive for 
their work $3 a day, and It is expected 
that each one wdll have his territory 
covered and the work thoroughly per¬ 
formed within ninety days from the 
time of beginning. The reports will he 
sent directly to the Census Bureau. No 
expense allowance will be given the 
agents while at work in the towns, but 
If assigned to duties outside they will 
b© allowed reasonable expenses. They 
will not be expected to take statistics 
of small enterprises, such as was done 
In the census of 1900, «hut only those 
manufactories the products of which 
are disposed of to wholesale dealers. 

Mr. Williams has charge of the Thir¬ 
ty-eighth Indiana district, which In¬ 
cludes a number of counties of South¬ 
ern Indiana-

Purchase of Property For Addition 
To High School Again Before 
School Board. 


Contracts for the plumbing, gas fit¬ 
ting and electrical work at the Sylvia- 
avenue and Crescent Hill-CJIfton 
schools were approved at the called 
meeting of the Louisville School Board 
Inst night, the question of establish¬ 
ing several additional kindergartens 
waa referred to special committees, and 
the purchase of th© McGregor property 
adjoining the Male High School was 
recommended, provided It can be 
bought for $6,000. 

All of the members were present and 
the report of the Building Committee 
was first considered. The contracts 
for the completion of the two new 
schoolhouses were first approved. The 
committee also recommended the erec¬ 
tion of an addition to the Central Col¬ 
ored High School at a «ost of $10,000. 
The new building is to be of brick, and 
Is to contain eight rooms. It was re¬ 
ferred to the Finance Committee. The 
committee also recommended the pur¬ 
chase of th© McGregor property to re¬ 
lieve the crowded condition of the Male 
High School. The members of the 
board argued for nearly an hour as to 
what effect the adoption of the report 
would have before it was referred to 
the Finance Committee, and it was fin¬ 
ally decided that, the purchase would 
not be authorized, and the recommend¬ 
ation was adopted. Chapman Young 
moved to reconsider the action In or¬ 
der that the Finance Committee might 
meet ut once and act on the matter, 
but his motion was defeated.

DYING OF CANCER, 


BUT PATRICK O’HARA REFUSES 
MEDICAL ATTENTION. 


Former Employe of Water Company 
and His Aged Mother Both 
Critically HI. 


Patrick J. O’Hara, for years an em¬ 
ploye of the Louisville Water Com¬ 
pany, is suffering from cancer at his 
home, 20G Eleventh street, and al¬ 
though he has no relatives except his 
aged mother, who is also seriously 111, 
persistently refuses to go to the City 
Hospital and will allow no one to at¬ 
tend him. Report of Mr. O'Hara’s con¬ 
dition was made to the patrolmen on 
the beat yesterday, and neighbors of 
the family have appealed to the au¬ 
thorities for aid for the‘old man. 

Mr. O’Hara lives in two rooms with 
his mother, Mrs. Mary O’Hara. For the 
past year he has hardly left his home, 
and until a few weeks ago his mother 
had been waiting upon him. At that 
time Mrs. O’Hara, who Is sixty years 
of age. became worn out with the con¬ 
stant vigil, and was forced to take to 
her bed. and since that time Mr. 
O’Hara would suffer tio one to give 
either him or his mother any attention. 

The appeal of the neighbors of the 
family to the city officials resulted in 
an order for Mr. O’Hara’s admission 
to the City Hospital, and the ambu¬ 
lance was sent to his home yesterday 
morning. No one answered the knock 
at the door, nnd finally a weak voice 
answered the Hurnmons by an order to 
“come In.” Mr. O’Hara and his moth¬ 
er were both in the same room and 
had evidently had nothing to eat for 
several days, but In spite of this fact 
the Invalid refused to allow the phy¬ 
sicians to place him In the ambulance, 
and they were forced to leave him In 
ills home. 

Mr. O'Hara Is afflicted with cancer, 
and his neighbors are exhausting 
every means to have him removed from 
the house, both for humanity’s sake 
and from the fact that uncleonllness 
has made living In the same building 
uncomfortable. Mr. O’Hara was taken 
111 from th** effects *»f his work with 
the Ix>u1sville Water Company, with 
whom he was employed as inspector. 
Work in water-soaked clothing result¬ 
ed In a severe attack of rheumatism 
which has since turned to cancer. 
Neighbors of the man said last night 
that no one had been seen to enter the 
house In two days and that they had 
heard he was dying. ,

It explains his prolonged 
stay In New’ York, after It looked as if 
the tobacco trust had blocked all ave 
nues to getting the necessary $10,000,000 
to carry out the corner on the Burley 
crop.

Cloudy, murky weather, with the 
mercury ranging’ about and possibly a 
little above the freezing point for the 
remainder of the week. Is the long-shot 
forecast of F. J. Walz. the local weath¬ 
er man. 

"There Is little probability of a ma 
terial change In weather conditions for 
at least flve days,’* Slid Mr. Walz yes¬ 
terday. "The cold weather In the north¬ 
west has abated, while every Indication 
Is that the temperature of this vicinity 
will be mild long enough for the Ice 
to melt. There will be little sunshine, 
however, throughout the week. The 
weather will remain cloudy and murky 
somewhat threatening, but I do not be¬ 
lieve there will be much precipitation." 

The forecast, though covering a space 
of time that makes It unofficial, will be 
good news to the rivermen. who are 
watching the tee conditions In the river 
with fear and trembling. Moderate 
temperature for four or flve days, with¬ 
out a downfall of rain, will melt and 
so soften the Ice that It will break loose 
and flow out without damage to river 
property, whereas If It should rain and 
swell the river and Its tributaries, forc¬ 
ing the gorged Ice down ahead of the 
swell, with a driving current, there Is 
little doubt that great damage would 
’•©suit. The tempemture yesterday was 
about the same ns the preceding day. 
The day whs cloudy and dark, but there 
was no precipitation. The Ice In the 
river softened a great deal, but is still 
holding on account of the solidity and 
the sluggish current, which Is not run¬ 
ning more than three and one-half 
miles an hour, while a slight raise was 
registered. 

Mr. Walz bases his forecast on a gen¬ 
eral weather condition, and though he 
did m»t give it out as official, says he 
does not look for a temperature much 
below 30 as a minimum this week. 

A dense fog hung over the city yes¬ 
terday morning, which for a Mine some¬ 
what* Impeded traffic. It lifted about 
10 o’clock, however, and no trace of It 
was to be seen at noon. 

The forecast Issued at Washington 
for Kentucky yesterday clashes with 
the prediction of Mr. Walz as to 
murky, cloudy weather, as It is for fair 
und warmer weather to-day. The sky 
remained overcast last night, indicat¬ 
ing that Mr. Wnlx will "hit the bull’s 
eye" for aC least part of to-day. The 
maximum temperature yesterday was 
43 degrees at 3 o’clock ln the afternoon, 
with a minimum it 7 o’clock yesterday 
morning of 3« degrees. The normal for 
the day waa 39 degrees. Tim mercury 
was at 41 degrees at 7 o’clock last 
night, and but little lower at midnight, 
while the atmosphere was heavy and 
sultry. High temperature prevailed 
all over the country yesterday. The 
rainfall was slight throughout the 
country. No precipitation was report¬ 
ed along the Ohio above or its eastern 
tributaries.

These 
represented a condition cf priiotlanl jmnUysls 
from storms and blockade* on many lined East 
and West. and while pnigivss was reported to¬ 
ward breaking the blockade*. It wo* not likely 
that normal conditions would be restored for 
many weeks. 

A still further cut wm* made In the rates fr r 
export grain. The grew# earning* for l he second 

week of February show*,* already quits clearly 
* the efT m Influences These were the 

cause of a halting and sluggish response to the 
first buoyant rise In Union Pacific 

The next demonetratdim centered In the In¬ 
dustrials. and It was not until late In the day 
that the railroad stock generally cams up.

Ontarl.. and Western and the 
United State* Steel otocks, the total In which 
wn* run up quickly at the rate of 1.000 to 
10,000 shares In single blocks. All ot the mock* 
connected with the Northern ,«ecurUl«* merger 
were strong In sympathy. Northern Securities 
itself adding several point* to Its record price 
In the curb market*. Tho heavy abeorprion of 
Ontario end w*’*m were from equally unde¬ 
fined motives, the rumors pointing generally U 
gv>H terms for the minority stockholder* 

The heavy buying of Unite*! State* Stej4, af¬ 
ter a period of oompenitlv* dormancy wn* 
attributed to banking interests near to the cor 
porotlon, and tho credit given to this supposi¬ 
tion Induced other buying of the stock. Re¬ 
port* of negotiations for the merger of Southern 
Iron companies grew more explicit, and that 
group of mocks was strong In consequence. 
The taking over by the American Selling Com¬ 
pany of a mining corporation and persistent 
assertion* of a plan for c'^nprehenolve com* 
bUm-tlort of lea/1 interest* explained the strength 
of another group of stocks. 

Rumors cf coming peace were received from 
abroad and the continued decline In exchange 
marked the culmination of the foreign demand 
for our gold. OU1 money here, however, wn* 
rather firmer, and there was inclination among 
Stock Exchange houses to take out time Van*, 
with a resulting firmer tendency In that de¬ 
partment of the money market. New York 
exchange at Chicago fell to a discount for the 
first t!m© tills season, marking the closing of 
that source of supply for New York banking 

reserves. 

The reports from Washington of a decision 
reached by the President not to prea* for roll- 
rod rate legislation at this session of Congress, 
and to remit the Intention of calling an extra 
session, was a factor In the demand for stock* 
the easing of foreign exchange and the in¬ 
creased Inquiry for money there was some lend- 
trig by foreign bankers in this market.

INTO HIS ARMS 


WOMEN JUMP PROM WINDOW 
OF BURNING BUILDING. 


Patrolman Devaney and Seally the 
Heroes of Thrilling Rescue. 


Three women were saved from se¬ 
rious injury by being rescued from the 
second story of a burning building at 
1702 Rowan street at 3:30 o'clock yes¬ 
terday morning, by Patrolman Mike 
Devaney. who stood on the top of a 
step-ladder and caught them as they 
fell from a window several feet above 
his head. The rescued women were 
Mrs. Dan Johnson, Mrs. Alice Briley 
and Bailie WiLson. 

Fire was discovered In the building 
Occupied by the women as Patrolman 
Devaney was making his 3:30 o'clock 
post near the location of the residence.

REPORT OF THE GRAND JURY.

ATTACKS ATTORNEY D. 
SMITH IN COURT. 


John Cain Raises a Disturbance and 
Judge Gordon Sends Him To 
Jail For Contempt,

John Cain, a symphathnic spectator 
In Judge Gordon's court yesterday 
morning, during the course of the trial 
of Maggie Wllhoyte against the Con¬ 
vent of the Good Shepherd, created an 
exciting scene by attempting to Jump 
over a tatoic and assault D. T. Smith, 
attorney representing the plaintiff. 

Trial of the case had only been on 
a few minutes, and Mr. Smith was 
engaged in a cross-examination of 
Mother Superior Aloywious. when Cain, 
who was seated directly behind him on 
the opposite able of u long table, 
sprang up, excluimlng: 

"You-, you’ve said enough!" 

He rushed forward, his ur:ns In fight¬ 
ing posture, and attempted to scramble 
over the table which separated him 
from the attorney. Mr. Smith, having 
his brick turned, did not see his danger 
at first, but Dennis Heffernan. Deputy 
Sheriff, hurried forward to hls defense/ 
He seized Gain after he had golten 
about half way across the table and 
held him fast aa he lay upon the tabl-\ 

"Take that man to Jail for six hours.’’ 
commanded Ju^ge Gordon, sternly, to 
Deputy Heffernan. '’This U one of the 
most aggravated cases of contempt of 
court I have ever seen.” 

Cain waa promptly hustled from the 
court room, and remained In Jail until 
4:15 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 

Cain is a middle-aged man. and whs 
fairly-well dress?d. He evidently did 
not approve of the suit against the con¬ 
vent. Before hls attempted assault he 
had made several loud remarks In an 
offensive tone, and had twice been or¬ 
dered out of the court room. The third 
time he slipped back Into the room un¬ 
observed and took up his position right 
behind Mr. Smith, 

The suit, which refnilted In a verdict 
for the defendant, was Tor $109. claimed 
to be due Maggie Wllhoyte for services 
alleged to have been rendered while 
confined In the convent under an order 
of the Police Court. 

Just before the case went to trial 
W. T Burch, who had b?*n associated 
with D. T. Smith as attorney, made a 
motion to have hls name stricken from 
the record as counsel for the plaintiff. 

TAKEN IN CHARGE 

BY GOVERNMENT. 


Jerry Johnson, colored, who was 
lodged in Jail several days ago by De¬ 
tectives Meyer and Bott, of the Sixth 
district police station, charged with 
passing counterfeit dollars, was taken 
in charge by the Government yester¬ 
day. as the alleged crime was a viola¬ 
tion of the Federal Statutes. Johnson 
was formally arrested at the Jail yes¬ 
terday morning by William Blades, 
Deputy United States Marshal. It is 
charged that Johnson has been dealing 
in the coins for some time, and It is 
probable that other arrests will fol¬ 
low. 


The lowest bid ever received by the 
city of Louisville for Are hydrants was 
opened yesterday by the Board of Pub¬ 
lic Works when proposals for fifty- 
eight new hydrants were opened. Hen¬ 
ry L*. Freklng offered to put up the 
hydrants for $102 each, the next low¬ 
est bid being $139. Mr. Freking. how¬ 
ever, proposes to put In what is known 
as the Owensboro hydrant, while the 
other contractors propose to put up the 
Detroit hydrant, which has heretofore 
been used in Louisville. 

The board took no action on the bids 
and will examine the Owensboro hy¬ 
drant before letting the contract. If 
It is found to be as good a hydrant as 
the one now in use. and If its patents 
are unassailable, Mr. Frekfng's bid will 
be accepted and a large saving to the 
city will be the result. The city has 
been paying from $120 to $150 for each 
hydrant erected. The other bidders 
yesterday were Lee Flgg. George Gos- 
nell. Charles V. Mehler and Sheirlck & 
Nevln. 

The cost of fire hydrants promises to 
become an Important Item In the city’s 
expense.account. The Board of Pub¬ 
lic Safety Is of the opinion that many 
more hydrants are needed to properly 
protect the city against fire, and will 
ask that 100 more be put up shortly. 
MaJ. Fillmore Tyson. Chief of the Fire 
Department, j and Hax*ry M. Bren¬ 
nan. chairman of the Board of Public 
Safety, are now preparing a list of 
places where the hydrants are especial¬ 
ly needed, and will submit It to the 
Board of Public Works. In several re¬ 
cent fires the Igck of water has handi¬ 
capped the firemen and entailed a con¬ 
siderable additional loss to the owners 
of the burned buildings.
